BUTT OF PISTOL 
USED ON BILBU 


Senator Severely. eaten by 
Ey-Warden 4 J Henry 


Assault Provoked by Alleged 
Impeachment of Henry’s 
Character by Bilbo in Cam- 
paign Speech---Bilbo’s Skull 
Fractured---He Will Recover. 


Starkville, Migt., July 6.—State Sen- 
ator Theodore: Bilbo, candidate for 
lieutenant governor of Mississippi, 
was attacked and severely beaten here 
today by J. J. Henry, claim agent of 
Ahe Mobile, Chicago and New Orleans 
railroad and former penitentiary war- 
den, the encounter coming as a direct 
sequel to a campaign speech deliv- 
ered by Senator Bilbo at Blue Moun- 
tain, Miss., recently in which Bilbo is 
credited with having vigorously as- 
sailed Mr. Henry, impeaching his 
character. 

The affray occurred aboard a rail- 
road train itn which Mr. Bilbo was 
proceeding from Columbus to  Stur- 
gis, Miss., where he was to have 
spoken thie afternoon. 

Henry, it is stated, as he approached 
Bilbo, who was seated in the smoking 
car, demanded that the utterances in 
question be retracted and an apology 
made. 

The apology and retraction not forth- 
coming, the encounter followed, Henry 
striking the state senator repeatedly 
about the head and body with the butt 
of a pistol. 

Henry surrendered to the sheriff here 
and was released on his own recogni- 
gance. Other than a few cuts and 
bruises about his face and hands he 
was not hurt in the struggle. 

Bilbo continued his journey’ to 
Sturgis. where he was given sur- 
gical attention. A special train 
was made up at Sturgis to convey him 
to Jackson. 

Reports as to Injuries Conflicting. 

_the extent of Bilbo’s 
inf are conflicting. At first it 
was said that his wounds were not 
serious, but late this afternoon a dis- 
patch from Ackerman, in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Sturgis, quotes Dr. 
Murphy, who was called to attend Bil- 
bo, aS saying that his skull is frac- 
tured but he is not necessarily fatally 
hurt. 

Mr. Henry was a witness before the 


legislative investigation subsequent to 
the charges of Senator Bilbo that he 


had been paid-a sum of money to for- 


sake former Governor James K. Var- 
daman in the senatorial caucus of last 
year, which elected United States Sen- 
ator LeRoy Percy as the successor to 
the late Senator A. J. McLaurin. 

Following the legislation inquiry a 
court trial was had of a Percy sup- 
porter in the senatorial campaign and 
he was acquitted of the charges of 
bribery preferred. by Bilbo. During 
the present political campaign chirges 
and counter charges between several 
of the candidates have followed fast 
and partisan feeling has reached a 
high tension. 

Two Men Assisted Henry. 

Ackerman, Miss., July 6-—Ross_ A. 
Collins, candidate for attorney general, 
who was accompanying State Senator 
Bilbo to Sturgis today at the time of 
his encounter with J. J. Henry, has 
given out the following statement: 

“When the train reached Starkville 
I was seated directly in front Uf Sena- 
tor Bilbo in the smoking compart- 
ment, talking with Mr. Carruthers, of 
West Point. 

“Carruthers left the train at Stark- 
ville and I was looking out of the 
window at about half a dozen people 
on the station platform when I heard 
a loud, dull lick. I heard a man groan 
and saw Senator Bilbo fall at the 
blow from a pistol. 

“Immediately a man covered the 
crowd in the smoking car with a pis- 
tol and I understand that another per- 


s0n stood guard with him. Everybody. 


was made to vacate the car and the 
two men prevented anyone entering 
while J. J. Henry administered re- 
peated blows upon Senator Bilbo's head 
and body with the butt of a pistol. 

“Some people on the outside of the 
ear, thinking Bilbo dead, begged Mr. 
Henry to stop, which he did after hay- 
ing inflicted probably twenty or twen- 
ty-five biows.”

Pointing That Georgia Wet- 
-Nursed Democratic Principle 
of Popular Elections, and 
Now Repudiates It in Face of 
Congress’ Non-Partisan De- 
mand for Ad Interim Direct 
Elections, They Sharpen 
Knife for the Amendment’s 
Throat.

Washington, July 6.—(Special.)—The 
reactionary republican politicians who 
are striving, by adroit subterfuge, to 
kill the resolution providing for acon- 
stitutional amendment for direct elec- 
tion of United States senators, are 
using the present senatorial contest in 
Georgia as a subtle, last-ditch argu- 
ment to gain their ends. In plain lan- 
guage, if the measure fails to become 
a law democratic Georgia and her 
approaching legislative juggle for a 
four-year ad interim senatorial va- 
cancy must bear its part-of the blame. 

Friends of the amendment are mov- 
ing heaven and earth to get the meas- 
ure through in the shape the house 
passed it, but it looks now like the 
democratic state of Georgia may be 
nailed in history as responsible for 
the temporary, if not permanent, de- 
feat of popular elections. 

The resolution providing for the 
amendment has been sent over from 
the house, and the senate has passed 
it by an overwhelming vote. The only 
factor apparently threatening the res- 
olution adoption by both branches, is 
a quibble between house and senate. 
The issue turns on whether senate or 
house will surrender. The @uibbl-y is 
the Sutherland amendment to the res- 
olution, killed by the house, and the 
Bristow amendment revived and 
passed by the senate. This amend- 
ment reserves to gongress the right 
to specify the “time and manner” of 
electing United States senators under 
the popular plan. Those supporting 
the amendment hold that congress, un- 
der the constitution, has always re- 
served this right, and that opposition 
to it on the ground that it invades 
states rights is “poppycock.” 

Disposes of Negre. 

They point owt that the respective 
states have nothing to fear from it, 
since, even under the Bristow rider, 
only those voters in the respective 
states qualified to vote for members 
of the state house of representatives, 
would be qualified to vote for a United 
States senator, the states retaining 
fully the power to determine qualifica- 
tions for the electorate, which, it is 
contended, absolutely banishes’ the 
bogie of federal interference. 

The opponents to the’ Bristow 
amendment claim that it is an insid- 
ious effort to bring control of sena- 
torial elections under federal control. 

Georgia and the Quibble. 

It is becoming apparent to the po- 
litically sophisticated that both the 
Bristow and the Sutherland amend- 
ments were introduced primarily for 
the purpose of killing the senatorial 
election measure. 

And now democratic Georgia is com- 
ing in for its part in the probable 
defeat of the measure. 

The politicians who do not favor 
letting the people vote for their sen- 
ators are slyly circulating the report 
around the capitol, in the committee 
rooms and the hotel lobbies, that the 
traditional democratic demand for 
popular elections is a perfunctory 
farce. When challenged for . proof, 
their answer is practically incontro- 
vertible. They point out that Georgia, 
twenty years ago and more, led off 
in the adoption of the popular elective 
principle. They point out that the 
United States senate, for the first time 
in its history, has overwhelmingly 
passed a measure providing popular 
elections to its own body, not only for, 
regular terms, but as well and specifi- 
cally for ad interim vacancies, for 
there is no fight at all on the latter 
feature. 

Georgia Jeopardizes Amendment. 

Their clincher is that in democratic 
Georgia, which started the ball rolling 
for primary elections, the demecratic 
state executive committee, the party’s 
supreme tribunal, has refused the peo- 


STOKES WAS CAY 


WITT TH GIRLS 
Wil SHOT HIM 
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Honey” Letters From the New 
York Millionaire to - Miss 
Graham Are lntroduced, 
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WIDOWS AND DIVORCES 
ARE DISCUSSED BY STOKES 


They Were “Slightly Dam- 
aged,”” He Wrote Miss Gra- 
ham, but He Was “Looking 
Them Over’---In One Letter 
Stokes Chided Girl for Spend- 
ing $1,800 He Sent Her. 


New York, July 6—A package of 
eighteen letters written in by-gone 
years to Miss Lillian Graham, was 
handed up to the judge’s bench this 
afternoon in the court room where Miss 
Graham and her chum, Ethel Conrad, 
were arraigned oh a charge of at- 
tempting to murder W. E. D. Stokes, 
the millionaire hotel man. They had 
been found, said the detective in whose 
keeping they had been, in the young 
woman’s rooms and constituted the 
prize to recover which Stokes de- 
clared he had risked his life. 

Girls Laughed as Stokes Testified. 

Stokes, pale and worn, told his own 
story of the shooting. He had been 
Summoned to the apartment, he said, 
by Miss Conrad, who told him that 
Miss Graham’ had left for Europe. He 
was angry, he said, when he saw that 
he had been deceived, and declined to 
sign an alleged statement .setting forth 
that he had defamed Miss Graham 
and her relatives. He had also de- 
clined to pay $25,000 under threat of 
death, he added, and thereupon Miss 
Graham began to shoot. As he gave 
his evidence the young women laughed 
and chatted faily. 

Stoke@, said he told the girls that 
blackmail. was~a” prison’ offense 
that Miss Graham said “T'll say I am 
crazy,” while Miss Conrad declared, ac- 
cording to Stokes: “We'll say he 
came to our apartments and attacked 
us and we killed him in self-defense. 
We have three witnesses listening to 
ali this who never would let him leave 
alive.” 

Stokes Took Miss Graham’s Gun. 

When Stokes disarmed Miss Graham 
after sustaining two wounds, Miss 
Conrad, he said, was in the parlor and 
as someone began firing then he as- 
sumed it was she. He was shot again 
in the calf of the leg. There were 
four more shots, but they all went 
wild, he said. 

Stokes started for the hall then. 
There, he said, first the two girls and 
later three Japanese grabbed him and 
throttled him, while a short stout man 
aided them. The police finally rescued 
him, and; he said, he handed a patrol- 
man the revolver he had taken from 
Miss Graham. 

. On cross-examination opposing 
counsel attempted to have Stokes tell 
of his attentions to Miss Graham dur- 
ing the four years he had known her, 
but he proved an unwilling witness 
and the lawyer met with constant ob- 
jections. 

Stokes Had Girl at His Farm. 

Stokes met Miss Graham at a din- 
mer in Lexington, Ky., he said. He had 
taken her out automobiling, had writ- 
ten her while she was at Memphis, 
Chicago and other points, and had also 
entertained her at his Lexington farm. 
She had come from Memphis to Lex- 
ington at his telegraphic request. She 
left “the next day,” Stokes said. The 
first cash present he had given her was 
$250 or $300—he did not remember 
which—on the occasion of one of her 
visits to Lexington. 

Stokes concluded his testimony 
shortly before adjournment. The case 
will be continued tomorrow. The bun- 
die of letters that drew Stokes to the 
girl's apartment was made public by 
the court. They all began with the 
salutation “My Dear Miss Graham,” or 
“My Dear Miss Lillian,” and most of 
them concluded with “Yours sincerely” 
or “Yours truly.” 

Miss Graham’s Visit te Farm. 

There was a brisk encounter between 
opposing counsel as to what Mr. Stokes 
should be made to testify to regarding 
the visit he said Miks Graham made 
to his Lexington farm. Stokes admit- 
ted that it was a telegram from him 
to Miss Graham that caused her to 
go to Lexington, but he declined to 
‘identify a particul&ir telegram that 
Miss Graham's counsel produced.

The unprecedented hot wave that 
has smitten the country has 
wrought great hardships on the crowd- 
ed tenement house dwellers in the 
large cities, particularly in New York, 
where many pitiful deaths are report- 
ed.

Hospitals and 
charitable workers have been pressed 
to ithe utmost to take care of the suf- 
ferers. In New York’s crowded east 
side, children and grownups, too, have 
been sleeping on roofs, on fire escape 
landings; on the docks and in the 
parks. In some cases, children’s beds 
and cots were removed to alleyways 
that separated the lofty, suffocating 
tenements. Penny ice cream bricks and 
lasses of lemonade, costing from 1 
cent to 3 cents, have been taking the 
place of food. The flushing of streets 
by the fire department has afforded 
some little relief- to ‘children, who 
plunged into the streams gushing forth 
from the hydrants.

urged him, by letters and through per- 
sonal calls, to enter the race to fill the 
vacancy in the gubernational office in 
case a vacancy arises. 

When questioned about his prospect- 
ive candidacy Thursday afternoon, 
Judge Hines stated that he had re- 
ceived letters from his friends urging 
him to make the race for governor in 
case there is a vacancy, and added that 
he has the proposition under considera- 
tion. 

The judge was busy shaking hands 
with his friends in the Kimball house 
lobby ‘Bhursday afternoon, and it is 
practically assured that he will an- 
nounce his candidacy for the governor- 
ship in case Governor Smith: is elected 
to the senate. 

Judge Hines was a candidate for 
governor in 1894, making the race in 
fthe general election as @ populis¢ 
against W. Y. Atkinson, and was de- 
feated. 

The returns showed that the judge 
lost the race by 12,000 votes, but his 
friends and supporters have maintain- 
ed that he “was counted out.” They 
argue that the present is a good time 
for the judge to even up the score. 

Judge Hines has been special attor- 
ney for the railroad commission since 
1967, having been appointed to that of- 
fice by Governor Hoke Smith under 
the act enlarging the powers of the! 
commisison and providing for the ap-

Captain 
Lewis, of the Tuskegee company, of- 
ficer of the day, ordered the salute to 
go on, and when Todd attempted to 
interfere, placed him under arrest. 

While in the guard houge Todd be- 
came very abusive, using foul oaths 
addressed to the governor and others, 
it is said, in the presence of a large 
number of. ladies. Captain Lewis, in 
order to silence him, threw away his 
sword and lunged--at- Todd, who put 
up his hands. 

A consultation was held, at which 
Colonel Bracken,: Captain Lewis and 
Adjutant General Scully were present. 
Lewis said that Todd could. not re- 
main longer in camp or he and his men 
‘would go. Adjutant General Scully 
told Colonel Bricken to do what he 
thought best ‘and a guard was ordered 
to escort Todd to the outskirts of the 
camp~and tell him not to return again. 
The incident created a great sensation 


at the camp, which was crowded with 
visitors.

Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Bagwell, who live 
on Kirkwood avenue at the corner of 
Estoria street, faced Judge Broyles 
yesterday afternoon on charges of not 
caring for their family of eight chil- 
‘dren.

Mr. Bagwell has been recommended 
as a suitable patient for the city sana- 
torium, but the rule that every mei- 
ber of the family should be examined 
to prevent further infection kept him 
out as Mrs. Bagwell refused to submit 
to the examination. He said that he 
did such work as he could, fixing clocks 
and watches, but that his condition did 
not allow steady employment. 

Mr. Bagwell said his wife was ner- 
vous and often he did not think she 
knew what she did. Her harshness to 
the children, he said, was the result of 
this. 

May Bagwell, 16 years old, who 
works at a local department store, tes- 
tified as to her scanty earnings and 
hard life. 

“I take my money home to papa,” 
she said. “l have about as nice clothes 
as anybody else. Yes,-I have to wait 
on the table at the Y. W. C. A. for my 
dinner.” 

Her sister 14 years old, also works 
and helps support the family. The 
other six children are too young to do 
anvthing.

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ALL RURAL MAIL ROADS 
TO BECOME PUBLIC ONES 


Representative ” Beck _ Intro- 
duces Bill, on Suggestion of 
R. F. D. Carriers. 


Making every road traversed by 4 
rural mail carrier a public one is the 
purpose of a bill which is being pre- 
pared by Representative B. H.. Beck, of 
Brooks county. 

The measure was suggested by J. 
Gordon Simpson, a prominent rural free 
delivery carrier of Mr. Beck’s county. 

‘In south Georgia, and particularly 
in my county, one-half the roads over 
which the rural free delivery carriers 
have to travel are private and get no 
suport from the people-at-large,”’ Mr.

HOME FOR ORPHANS IS 
SADLY IN NEED OF FUNDS 


George Sale, of Spelman Semi- 
nary, Speaks of Its } 
eeds. 


The Orphans’ Home for Colored Girls, 
located on Leonard streét, is badly in 
need of funds. It is the only institu- 
tion of the kind in the city of Atlanta 
and has been the means of aiding many 
negro children. 

George Sale, superintendent of edu- 
cation of Spelman Seminary, has the 
following ta say of the needs of the 
home: 

“One of the most deserving charities 
in Atlanta is an Orphans’ Home for 
Colored Girls on Leonard street, just 
opposite the entrance to Spelman Sem- 
inary. Three buildings formerly occu- 
pied by the United States troops are 
grouped on a triangular piece of ground 
and furnish a home for thirty-nin: 
children, who otherwise would have 
no home and no training in morals and 
domestic work. 

“This work is carried on with most 
meager resources and very often the 
day begins without a uaviiar to meet 
current expenses. The visitor will, 
however, find the buildings a marvel 
of neatness and cleanliness and the 
children receiving wise and careful 
training. 

“This home should receive more sup- 
port than it, does from the people of 
Atlanta. There is no question of high- 
er education, but of the saving of 
homeless girls from what would prob- 
ably be lives of uselessness or vice, 
and the training of them in morals and 
in household service, 

“On Sunday last one of the inmates 
of the home died from tuberculosis 
which resulted from an attack of meas- 
les some months ago. Inquiry devel- 
oped the fact that there was no place 
in Atlanta where a colored child suf- 
fering from this disease could be sent 
for proper care and there was nothing 
for the management of the home to do 
but to keep the patient in the home 
with such safeguards as constant vigi- 
lance could supply. 

“The day of the little one’s death 
found the treasury depleted with no 
funds for funeral expenses. Neverthe- 
less the superintendent of the home, 
respecting the feelings of the colored 
people for a respectable burial for 
their dead, secured a lot in the ceme- 
tery for the use of the home in the 
future. The present financial straits of 
the home is no unusual thing; such 
burdens are a part of the self-sacri- 
ficing work which the little English- 
woman who is carrying on this work is 
called to bear. The superintendent of 
the home is Miss Amy A. Chadwick, 
and the address is 77 Leonard street.”

M’LENDON DISCUSSES — | 
_ COTTON GOODS TARIFF 


That the future of the south in the 
cotton industry depends upon a pro- 
“Mective tariff on cotton goods is the 
opinon expressed by S. G. McLendon, 
former chairman of the railroad com- 
mission, in a statement given out yes- 
terday. 

Congress is soon to consider the 
question of tariff on cotton goods, and 
Mr. McLendon declares that upon 
whether or not the tariff is reduced 
depends the success of the south. 

Mr. McLendon says: - 

“The south contributes to the 
world’s mill supply of cotton 60 per 
cent; British India, 20 per cent; Egypt, 
6 per cent; Russia, 5 per cent; China, 
4 per cent; Brazil, 3 per cent; Persia, 
Peru and Japan, 2 per cent. 

“The south in 1850 owned 3,177,000 
Slaves, 264,000 spindles, and manufac- 
tured 78,000 bales of cotton. 

“The south in 1880 owned no slaves, 
having in their emancipation sus- 
tained a loss of  $3,000,000,000; it 
owned 561,000 spindles and manufac- 
tured 188,000 bales of cotton. 

“The south in 1910 owned 10,800,000 
spindles and manufactured 2,292,000 
bales of cotton. 

“The United States in 1910 produced 
$616,000,000 worth of cotton goods, 
sold to the outside world $33,000,000 
worth, and bought $66,000,000 worth. 

“The cotton mills in Georgia alone 
paid a larger sum for raw cotton than 
the world paid for cotton goods to 
American manufacturers. 

Peculiar Situation. 

“Ts it the purpose of congress, which 
is soon to consider the subject,-to re- 
duce the tariff on cotton goods so that 
America can buy more than $66,000,000 
worth and sell less than $33,000,000 
worth? 

“On the answer to this 
hangs the futvre of the south. 

“The stockholder and the wage- 
earner in the southern cotton mills, 
and the cotton grower, who furnish 
in the order named the capital,

labor and the raw material, are vital- 
ly and equally concerned in the con- 
servation of our interests through 
wisely constructed tariff protection. 

“Which of the three classes named 
has given the subject any study what- 
ever? It is perfectly safe to assert 
that not fifty men in Georgia have 
read the Payne-Aldrich tariff or the 
Dingley tariff, or ever read any other 
tariff. 

“Of course, the day will speedily 
come when the people, from necessity, 
will demand a discussion of this and 
other great questions—the time of all 
others when the tariff and other sub- 
jects ought to be debated with serious 
dignity would naturally seem to be 
when those who are to fill seats in 
the national legislature are to be 
chosen. 

“The finger of time has written on 
the heavens above us, in letters of 
fire that burn with incré@asing and 
inextinguishable brightness, this ques- 
tion: Can the south, with three bil- 
lion dollars.invested in manufactures 
that can be protected by the tariff, 
and nothing invested in slaves, realize 
its attainable prosperity under the 
same principles of commercial and 
tariff regulation that were suitahle 
to the situation when she had three 
billion dollars invested in slaves, prop- 
erty that could derive no benefit from 
protection, and nothing invested in 
manufactures? 

“The people will answer after they 
have heard the debate. 

“Are we going to follow the advice 
in this respect of Francis J. Walker, 
or are we going to follow the copious 
and unvarying advice of Thomas Jef- 
terson? Tnis counselor of the hum ~ 
race declared the universal truth, 
‘That error is harmless, when truth is 
left free to combat it.’ 

“If opportunity offers, I hope to 
apply Jefferson’s policies to existing 
conditions in the south, and to show 
that he would stand, not necessarily 
for a high tariff, but under all cire 
cumstances for a protective tariff.”’

THE SOUTH’S CLIMATIC PRE-EMINENCE. 


The federal weather service roughly estimates that the un- 
precedented heat wave from July 1 to July 5 cost, directly and in- 
directly, 500 lives throughout America. That is a considerably 
larger sum-total than we lost in actual battle during the Spanish- 
American war and more than in many of the minor battles of the 
civil war. 

The significant feature is that a negligible percentage of these 
heat victims were recruited from the south, once popularly assumed 
to be the most torrid portion of the country in summer. And the 
fact stands out like the knob on a door, that not one death from such 
causes occurred in Atlanta, and we sustained some tolerably high 
temperatures in this city. 

Climate is as tangible an asset as soil, gold, coal or timber. 

The south’s asset of climate, as verified by the current weath- 
er records, ought to be placarded by the Southern Commercial Con- 
gress, the southern railroads and southern trade bodies generally, 
from one Portland to the other. 

The beauty of the thing is, that the bearable temperatures in 
the south did not interfere with those crops upon which the sec- 
tion depends for sustenance and commercial prosperity. That fact 
should also be advertised. 

The leniency that applies to the summer season is observable 
also in the southern winter. Most parts of the south permit open 
grazing for the better part of the year. The protracted freezes and 
blizzards that take life and tie up traffic in other parts of America 
need not be reckoned with here. 

Let’s begin to tell the world, more systematically, about our 
matchless climate, as well as our other resources!

A bill to protect game birds af the 
State from total extinctien was intro- 
duced also by -Representative Hobbs.

“That from and after the passage of 
this act it shall be unlawful for any 
person to shoot, trap, kill, ensnare, net 
or. destroy in any manner any wild 
pheasant, partridge, quail, 
doves, marsh hen or snipes for five 
years after passage of this act. After 
five years frim the passage of this act 
it shall be lawful to shoot and kill any 
of the above game between November 
31 and February 1 of each year for 
five years. It shall be unlawful to bait 
any field for birds at any seasan of the 
year, and any violation of the same 
shall be a misdemeanor and punish- 
able as a misdemeanor.” 


To Discourage Fire Mabit. 

To discourage the “fire habit’ is the 
Purpose of a bill introduced in the 
house yesterday by Mr. Foster, of 
Floyd county. It authorizes the fire 
commissioner to investigate any con- 
flagration which he may think calls 
for inquiry, for the purpose of deter- 
mining if the same was caused by care- 
lessness, inefficiency or criminal pur- 
pose. The expense will be borne by 
a tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent on fire 
insurance premiums. 


Counties to Pay Costs. 

Counties will have to pay court costs 
in all cases where defendants are con- 
victed and sent to chaingangs if a bill 
offered by the Bartow delegation in the 
house becomes a law. At present costs 
are collected from the fines and for- 
fetture funds. Justice of the peace 
courts rarely receive anything for their 
work when the cases they handle go 
to other courts. This p osed act 
would make all costs payable out of 
the county treasury. 


To Amend Jury Law. 

Messrs. Johnson and Calhoun, of Bar- 
tow, also would amend the law regu- 
lating jury “strikes” in. criminal cases. 
If a bill introduced by them yesterday 
is enacted, the strikes of prosecution 
and defense will be equaled and limit- 
ed to six each in misdemeanor cases, 
nine each in felonies and twelve each 
in capital cases. 


Felony Oases. 

They would also give juries the right 
to recommend sentences to the court 
in felony cases. Their bill fixes the 
terms of persons convicted of felonies 
from one to twenty years, subject to 
the recommendation of the trial jury 
and the discretion of the court. 


Pensions for Widows. 

Perhaps taking his eue from the. pol- 
ley of the federal government in pen- 
sioning widows ofex-presidenta, Rep- 
resentative Lord, of Washington coun- 
ty, introduced a bill in the house yes- 
terday giving a pension of $50 a month 
to the widows of ex-governors, pro- 
vided their husbands were confederate 
veterans, and they are not worth more 
than $1,500, 


Reduction of Taxes. 

Representatives Johnson and Cal- 
houn, of Bartow, introduced a resolu- 
tion in the house yesterday memorial- 
izing the congress and the federal de- 
partment of agriculture to take steps 
looking tor the .reduction of “tares’’ 
charged against cotton of the south by 
foreign purchasers. It is set forth that, 
this “tare” at present is 6 per cent, 
which, it is asserted, is a great injus-

CALL FOR PROBE 
OF LYNCHINCS 


Two Resolutions to Investigate 
Walton County Affair 


One Resolution Is of a General 
Character, but the Second 
Calls for Appointment of a 
Joint Probmg Committee to 
Investigate Affair. 


Two resolutions calling for a legisla- 
tive investigation of the recent Walton 
county lynching were introduced in the 
house yesterday, one by Mr. Parker, of 
Dawson, and the other by Mr. Pickett, 


of Pickens. 

The first is of a general character, 
outlining no definite plan of action. 

The other would create a joint com- 
mittee of seven from the house and 
senate authorizeg to inquire into every 
phase of the recent occurrences. 

Would Piace the Blame. 

This committee would beedirected to 
Place the blame, so far as possible, and 
make recommendations to the assembly 
regarding future action and suggest 
legislation which to thelr mind would 
prevent recurrences of such incidents. 

Mr. Parker’s resolution characterizes 
the affair as “horrible” and calls on 
the legislature as a whole to “thor- 
oughly investigate’ and “place the re- 
sponsibility of the failure of the law 
to take _its course.” 

Mr. Pickett’s resolution is quite Jong 
and recites that it has been “openly 
ang notoriously” charged that in said 
matter the constitution and laws were 
flagrantly ignored and violated. 

In the preamble it is set forth, fur- 
ther, that “the honor of the state de- 
mands that thé frequently recurring 
organizeqg crimes known as lynchings 
should be publically and officially con- 
demned as crimes abhorrent to the 
minds of a great people and foreign 
to their conceptions of law and liber- 
ty.” 

It is set out further that it is the 
right of the pepple “and of the officials 
criticised an charged with mifeas- 
ance’ that the facts be made known 
and the innocence or the guilt of the 
officials be established beyond doubt. 

Committee Authorized. 

The committee is authorized to pur- 
sue its work along the following lines: 
i. To make a complete and thorough 
investigation of said alleged violations 
of jaw in Walton county, Georgia. 

-. To ascertain if any official, or 
Officials of the state. charged with 
the duty of executing the laws and 
of securing te said persons accused of 
adequate protection to. their 
lives and their persons, «has been 
guilty of ary official misfeasance, 
neglect or misconduct. 

3. To report the result of such in- 
vestigatiens and the findings of such 
committee to the general assembly. 

4. To recommend to the general as- 
sembly such course in the premises, 
as such committee, in its discretion, 
may deem proper. 

5. Broadly to consider and to recom- 
mend to the general assembly such 
legislation, if any, as such committ® 
may deem advisable. with the purpose 
of preventing similar violations of 
law, and of securing to all persons, 
with whatever crimes they may be 
charged, absolute and complete protec-”

No Unanimous Consent Will be 
Allowed Except for Thirty 


| Minutes Each Morning---Mass 


of New Bills Were Introduced 
in the House Thursday. 


Besides adopting the old rules: 
which, with few variations, have pre- 
vailed for years, making only a few 
minor changes, the house did noth- 
ing yesterday except receive a further 
accumulation of “new matter.” This 
latter was made up by a score or- 
more of bills and resolutions, which 
Tun the total on the calendar up to 
nearly 300 in number. ’ 

The rules were adopted on recom- 
mendation of the rules committee. 
The only changes made comprise a 
stipulation by which each member will 
be permitted to introduce only one 
bill on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fri- 
days, when the roll call of the coun- 
ties is made for the introduction of 
new matter. Heretofore they have 
been permitted to introduce as many 
measures es they desired, which gave 
the members from those counties in 
the forefront of the alphabet a de- 
cided advantage. 

When a member has twd or more 
bills relating to the- same subject he 
may introduce them on the same day. 
It is further provided that no “unani-* 
mous consents” will be allowed except 
for thirty minutes each morning. 
Heretofore, frequently more than one- 
half of a session would be taken up 
by such consents for the consideration 
of local bills.

Hon J T; Moore, of buts, 
Will Introduce Two Measures, 


cure Absolute Justice and to 
Provide Against Technicali- 
ties of All Kinds--Measure 
Will Come Up Today. 


Hon. J. T. Moore, representative from 
Butts county, will this morning intro- 
duce two very important measures 
looking to speedy and certain trials and 
intended to remove, as far as possible, 
the danger of lynch law in Georgia. 
| Both of these bills aim at the effort 


to secure: absolute justice in all trials 


and they provide against certain tech- 
nicalities of the law which have here- 


tofore been held so largely responsible 


for the operation ef the mob in Geor- 


gia. 
The first bill to be introduced by 


Representative Moore provides for ad- 
ditional means and methods for carry- 
ing into effect paragraph 5, of section 
1 of article 1, and paragraph 1 of sec- 
tion 17 of article 6 of the constitu- 
tion of this me in reference to se- 
curing fair and partial trials and in 
reference to change of venue in crimi- 
nal and civil cases in order to procure 
fair and impartial] trials and for other 


purposes. 

Section 1 provides that all motions 
and applications for a change of venue 
can be heard ang determined by the 
judges of the superior courts, either 
in term time or in vacation, and that 
for the purpose of entertaining, hear- 
ing and.determining such motions and 
applications the superior courts shall 
always be open in the same manner as 
is provided in civil code 5437 for courts 
of equity. 

Section 2 provides that in all motions 
and applications for a change of venue 
in criminal cases the defendant and 
applicant may waive the privilege of 
being personally present, ang all such 
motions may be heard and determined 
elsewhere other than in the-county 
where the offense is charged to have 
been committed. 


Must Hear Affidavits. 


Section 3 provides that in all motions 
and applications for a change of venue 
it shall be the duty of the Judge iv 
hear and consider affidavits ang other 
evidence as in equity causes and for 
the procurement of evidence in such 
cases, the provisions of civil code 5988 
591y, 5920. 6921, 5922 and 56923 shall 
apply; provided, however, in addition 
to the evidence above indicateg it shall 
also be permissible for the presiding 
judge to hear evidence both for and 
against the application. 

Section 4 provides that in all crimi- 
nal cases where the offense charged is 
either rape or assault to commit rape, 
and a change of venue is asked by the 
defendant, the burden of proof shalk 
rest upon the state to make it appear 
affirmatively that in the county where 
tue crime is alleged to have been com- 
mitted: that an impartial jury can be 
obtained; that mob violence is not 
there threatened; that there will be 
‘afforded to the applicant ample pro- 
tection. 

Section 5 provides that it shall be 
the duty of the judge of the circuit to 
appoint some one or more reputable 
attorneys to represent all defendants 
without counsel. 

Section 6 provides that to the end 
that persons charged with crime may 
have a fair and impartial trial, as con- 
templated in ragraph 5 of section 1 
of article 1 of the constitution of this 
state, it shall be the duty of the pre- 
siding judge to order a change of 
venue, the defendant not objecting, 
whenever he is of the opinion that a 
fair and impartial trial cannot be had 
in the county where the crime was 
committeqd or where mob violence is 
threatened, or where the presence of 
the military is necessary to preserve 
order. It shah further be the duty 
of the judge to grant a change of 
venue upon the application of the de- 
fendant in a criminal case where it igs 
made to appear that order cannot be 
be had in given county or where it is 
mde to appear that order cannot be 
preserved without the military, or in 
all cases where rape or an assault to 
rape is charged and the state fails to 
make it appear affirmatively that a fair 
trial cannot be had, and wherever the 
offense charged be rape or assault to 
Tape and the defendant asks for a 
change of venue and as many as ten 
reputable members of the race of the 
woman wrgnged shall make oath that 
the defendant cannot get an impartial 
trial in the county where the offense 
was committed, 

A Deposition Measure. 

The second measure to be introduced 
by Representative Moore, of Butts, 
proposes an amendment to paragraph 5 
of section 1 of article 1 of the state 
constitution. 

The measure provides that paragrapn 
5 of section 1 of article 1 of the cou- 
stitution of this state be amended as 


follows: 

“6361. Paragraph 5. Benefit of coun- 
sel, accusation, list of witnesses, com- 
pulsory process and trial. Every per- 
son charged with an offense against 
the laws of this state shall have the 
privilege and benefit of counsel; shall 
be furnished, on demand, with a copy 
of the accusation and a list of the wit- 
nesses on whose testimony the charge 
against him is founded; shall have 
compulsory process to obtain the test!i- 
many of his own witnesses; shall have 
a public and speedy trial by an im- 
partial jury, and shall be confronted 
with the witnesses testifying against 
him; provided, that when the offense 
charged be either rape or an assault 
to commit rape, it shall not be manda- 
tory that the defendant be confronted, 
in open court, with the female wit- 
nesses testifying either for or against 
him; provided further, that in trials 
for rape or assault with intent to rape 
the testimony of females may be pro- 
cured in the same manner that such 
testimony, under the laws, may be pro- 
cured in civil] cases. regardless of the 
place of residence of -such female wit- 
nesses. Provided further, that in the 
event any witness reside without the 
limit of this state_and cannot be com- 
pelled to attend upon the courts of 
this state to give evidence, the testi- 
mony of such non-resident witness may 
be taken in criminal cases in the same 
manner as such evidence may be taken. 
under the laws, in civil cases.” 

Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 provide for the

resign the office, if elected, at least 
fifty days before the next state-wide 
primary, in order that the question of 
selecting a permanent successor to 
Senator A. S. Clay might be submitted 
to the people. 

It was offered in the senate by Mr. 
Shaw, of Fort Gaines, andinthe house 
by Mr. Deese, of Pulaski county. In 
both it was sent over, under the rules, 
for one day. It may be taken up to- 
day. 

Presented Resolutions in House. 

The resolution as offered in the 
house follows: 

“Inasmuch ag there are members of 
this hquse who earnestly believe that 
their constituents at home should here- 
tofore have had the opportunity to ex- 
press, by means of a primary election, 
| their choice among candidates for the 
remainder of the unexpired term of the 
late United States Senator Alexander 
S. Clay; = 

“Such opportunity having so far 
failed. 

“And inasmuch as it is no less im- 
portant that the successful candidate 
should have his selection approved by 
a popular vote for the last three years 
of his term, than that the two-year 
term of the congressman should re- 
quire the sanction of a primary vote, 
especially where there be incurred no 
extra expense of a special election, 
now, therefore be it 

“Resolved, by the house of repre- 
sentatives, state of Georgia, That for 
the information of all such members of 
this house, the speaker do appoint a 
committee of three members to wait 
on each senatorial candidate that has 
announced, or that may hereafter an- 
nounce, and invite him to say in writ- 
ing whether or not he will resign the 
Office of United States senator fifty 
days before the next general demo- 
cratic primary for state officers, 
submit his candidacy to the people at 
such general democratic election for 
state officers and cangressmen, 

“Be it further resolved, That such 
answer as any and every candidate may 
give be returned to and communicated 
to this house.” 

. Declared Within Law. 

The authors of the measure declare 
that it is within the law. However, 
those on the other side claim that it 
would be unlawful for the legislature 
to exact any promises from the person 
chosen for the vacant senatorship, 
This argument is met with the state- 
ment that for a candidate to agree to 
resign would be entirely voluntary on 
his part and that the legislature could, 
with perfect propriety, propound the 
question to each aspirant.

Boil one pound of sugar with half a 
pint of water until it spins a thread, 
taking great care not to stir it after 
the sugar is dissolved. Stand aside 
until thoroughly chilled, add the juice 
of six large lemons and one quart of 
unfermented grape juice, cover and let 
stand overnight. At serving time add 
ice and carbonated water in proportion 
to suit the taste.

Salmon Loaf.—Drain the liquor from 
one can of salmon, free the fish from 
skin and bone affd mince it fine. Add 
one teacupful of boiled potato chop- 
ped into small dice, one. teacupful of 
cracker crumbs, one teaspoonful of 


salt, one-fourth of a -teaspoonful of

white pepper,, two well-beaten eggs 
and three tablespoonfuls of cream. Mix 
thoroughly, form into a loaf, sprinkle 


with bread crumbs and bits of butter.f 


Bake in a moderate oven for half an 
hour and serve garnished with lemon 
and parsley. 


Deviled Eges.—Cover six eggs with 
hot water and boil them for twenty 
minutes. Drain and caver with cold 
water. Remove the shells and care- 
fully cut the eggs in “two, Take out 
the yolks, and rub to a smooth. paste 
with two tablespoonfuls of mayonnaise 
dressing. To the yolks of the eggs, 
add one tablespoonful of deviled ham 
or tongue, two-thirds of a teaspoonful 
of sait and a dash of pepper. Fill the 
whites with the mixture. Garnish with 
parsley and Serve with bread and but- 
ter sandwiches. 


Cream of Corn Soup.—-Remove the 
corn from twelve ears. Scald. three 
cups of milk, add the corn and one 
tablespoonfu] of butter rubbed smooth 
with one tablespoonful of flour. Mix 
until smooth; season with salt, pepper 
and a few drops of celery extract; add 
one-half of a cup of cream and stir 
until heated. .Take from the fire, add 
the beaten yolk of an egg, and serve 
at once. The egg or cream may be 
omitted, but the soup is far more de- 
licious, with the addition of both. 


Veal Souffle.—To every pint ef cold 
finely chépped” veal allow one table- 
spoonful of butter, two cups of cream 
or milk, one tablespoonful of flour, 
two eggs and one-half of a cup of 
bread crumbs, Melt.the butter with- 
out browning, add the flour and stir 
until smooth; add the milk and stir 
until it "thickens. Then add the bread 
crumbs and cook about three minutes. 
Just before taking from the fire, add 
the veal, two tablespoonfuls of chopped 
parsley, one teaspoonful of salt and 
two or three dashes of pepper. Beat 
the whites of the eggs to a stiff, dry.

HILLES CLASHES 
WITH HITCHCOCK 


Embarrassing Position, 


Clash Occurs Over the ‘Choice 


for 
Wants Long for Chairman, 


Washington, July 6.—A _ factional 
row over the selection of a republican 
state chairman for Alabama, boiled to 
the surface at the white house today 
and has put President Taft in the pre- 
dicament of choosing between Post- 
master General Frank H. Hitchcock 
and Secretary C. D. Hilles, as political 
adviser to the administration. 

Mr. Hitchcock resigned as chairman 
of the republican national committee 
before he entered the cabinet, but his 
connection with the appointment of 
postmasters has necessarily kept him 
in touch: with political conditions, es- 
pecially in the south. Mr. Hilles has 
interested himself in political condi- 
tions the country over. A possible 
clash between Mr. Hitchcock and Mr. 
Hilies had been predicted, but it was 
not looked for at. this time. 

The Alabama row started several 
months ago. P. D. Barker, republican 
national committeeman, and postmaster 
at Mobile, is backing Peter H. Long 
for state chairman, with the knowledge 
of Mr. Hitchcock. Secretary Hilles and 
Booker T. Washington, the negro edu- 
cator, are understood to be backing J. 
O. Thompson, collector of internal rev- 
enue. Several Alabama citizens, in- 
cluding many of the most prominent 
federal officeholders in the state, dé- 
clared to President Taft today that a 
majority of the republican state com- 
mittee is for Barker, and asked that 
Alabama republicans be allowed to set- 
tle their row themselves. 

The president did not commit him- 
self., He is in an embarrassing position, 
however, since an 4ndorsement of Bar- 
ker might be regarded as a turndown 
for Mr. Hilles, and an indorsement for 
Thompson might look Hike a slap at 
Postmaster General Hichcock.

Stones were hurle@q through the car 
windows and on catching sight of the 
governor, someone shouted for the 
crowd to set fire to the car. Willing 
hands were tearing out the oily waste 
from the wheels to secure fuel for the 
fire, when the governor gave orders to 
charge the crowd. No shots were 
fired, but sabers were used and more 
than fifty arrests were made. Includ- 
ing these there are now in jail more 
than 100 who will have to explain their 
participation in the street car riots. 
Most of those arrested are not street 
car men, but their sympathizers. They 
are, for the most part. men and boys of 
the lower class. 

Only a portion of the suburban serv- 
ice has been re-establisheq and no ef- 
fort has been made to run the cars on 
schedule. Those which are operated 
carry as guards from two to four po- 
licemen, while patrols of mounted po- 
lice ride about those parts of the city 
at which the suburban lines enter. 

Police Ordered to Protect Cars. 

The police tonight have their orders 
to give all necessary protection to the 
men the company seéks placing in 
charge of the cars. 

The strikers themselves have not 
been nearly so active in hostile demon- 
strations as have been the peon ele- 
ment. Their leaders are counseling 
them to preserve order. 

The strike of the cigarette makers 


pany finding it necessary to make any 
concessions whatever, and the bakers 
decided not to call a strike. 

The hope of the telegraph messeng- 
ers to gain the distinction of being 
Styleq strikers was dispelled by the 
department of communications assur- 
ing them today that they would be 
supplied with raincoats and be asked 
to work shorter hours.

HILLES ACCUSED 
OF CONSPIRACY 


Washington, July 6.—Charges that 
Charies D. Hilles, secretary to the 
president, is acting as the head of a 
“political news bureau,” which “sup- 
) presses truth” and issues “unground- 
ed and false” reports as to sentiment 
concerning presidential candidacies, 
were made today in a letter Rep- 
resentative Norris, of Nebraska, insur- 
gent leader in the house, addressed to 
the Nebraska Progressive Republican 
League. 

Representative Norris charged that 
the administration “suppressed facts’ 
relative to sentiment favoring, the 
candidacy of Senator La Follette for 
the presidency. 

His letter was in answer to tele- 
grams from the Nebraska progressives 
deciaring their repudiation of Frank 
A. Shotwell, who, they say, had rep- 
resented himegelf as an agent of the 
league, and as such had given out sev- 
eral statements favoring the renomi- 
nation of President Taft. Mr. Norris 
charged that the progressives had 
been wronged by a “conspiracy” of 
great newspapers in suppressing news 
relating to the progressive mdove- 
ment. 

After referring to a series of ar- 
ticles printed, Mr. Norris’ letter con- 
cluded: : 

“These various articles have ear- 
marks that strongly indicate they 
originated in the white house. I do 
not think that the president himself 


; @uthorized or dictated them, and I do 


not know that he had knowledge of 
them, but it is generally understood 
that the information canie from his 
private secretary, and almost without 
exception these objectionable articles 
contain items of information that nec~ 
essarily must have come from some- 
one closely connected with the white 
house. 

“T am reluctantly led to belleve that 
the president's private secretary is the 
head of a political news bureau that 
ig making a determined effort to sup- 
press any sentiment in favor of the 
candidacy of Senator La Folette, and 
to do this by the suppression of truth 
and the publHeation of ungrounded and 
false reports.”

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THUNDER STORMS 
BREAK HEAT WAVE 


Washington, July 6.—Thundershow- 
ers in the north Atlantic states tonight 
drove the heat wave from what was 
practically its last stronghold and the 
country generally is freed from the 
sweltering conditions or the past five 
days, showers mainly bringing relief. 

Boston, with 100 degrees, held the 
record for the day jointly with Miles 
City Montana, where a sudden rise in 
temperature manifested itself but the 
thundershower causea an immediate 
drop of 24 degrees in Boston. Like 
showers were generar throughout New 
England, New York, Pennsylvania and 
the Ohio Valley. A continuance of 
showers with moderate temperatures is 
promised for the same state tomorrow. 

Washington continued to broil ina 
torrid temperature of 98 degrees. The 
downtown thermometer of the depart- 
ment of agriculture showed-a maximum 
of 105 and there were two deaths due 
to the heat. 

Showers Cool New York. 

New York, July 6.—Showers tonight 
brought measurable relief to New York 
from the hot wave which has taken 
more that 100 lives and caused hun- 
dreds of prostrations during the last 
five days. The day’s maximum of $2.5, 
however, bettered yesterday’s high 
mark by half a degree. 

During the showers tonight the of- 
ficial mercury dropped ten degrees in 
forty-five minutes, running down to 
78 at 8:45 o’clock but with the passing 
of the brief storm there was another 
upward shoot to 82 and there seemed to 
be no firm ground for the hope that 
the back of the torrid spell finally had 
been broken. 

201 Deaths in Chicago. 

Chicago, July 6.—Showerg and cool- 
ing breezes brought relief to swelter- 
ing Chicago today. The minimum tem- 
perature, officially recorded at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, was 73 degrees 
whith was 26.8 degrees lower than the 
temperature taken at the same hour 
yesterday. ‘ 

Forty-six persons were added to the 
roll of dead as the result of the ter- 
Tific heat earlier in the week, bringing 
the total nutnber of dead up to 201, in- 
cluding 125 infants. 

Rain Relieves the Southwest. 

Kansas City, Mo, July 
rains in Kansas and Missouri brought 
relief to heat sufferers today. Thé 
heaviest rainfall was reported from 
Arkansas City, Kan., 1.19 inches. The 
rain catised a general fall in tempera- 
ture. 

Although the rain did not reach Ok- 
lahoma, the temperature fell. The high 
mark at Muskogee was 103, but at 6 
o'clock the mercury had fallen to 90, 
the low mark at that hour for two 
weeks. In Kansas City the tempera- 
ture did not rise above $4. 

20 Deaths at Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich, July 6.—Although the 
maximum temperature today was only 
88 degrees, prostrations were numer- 
ous, owing to the excessive humidity. 
Fifty ice wagon drivers became ex- 
vhausted and were forced to quit work. 
The total number of deaths due to 
heat since Saturday is twenty, of which 
five weré drownings. Serious prostra- 
tions numbered forty-five. At 8 é’clock 
tonight the meroury had dropped te 70 
degrées. 

One Death at Lotisville. 

Louisville, Ky., July 6-—One death 
was reported today as a result of the 
heat. The maximum Official tempera- 
ture was 965 degrees at 1 p. m. 

Het ave in Engiand. 

London, July 6.—Engiland is also suf- 
fering from a heat wavee, which, how- 
ever, according te meteorologists, has 
no connection with that in America 
The temperature in London today was 
88 in the shade, the hottest for two 
years. :

The members of this club may think 
I have gselected a queer subject for 
this meeting, when the thermometer 
is very close to the three-figure mark. 
But, “in time of peace prepare for 
war,” so let us all do it. You may 
think there is plenty of time yet to get 
ready for cold weather, and therefore 
keep putting thing off until it gets so 
late that they have to slight many 
things and only do just what is abso- 
lutely necessary. The time to think 
of winter and prepare for it is when- 
ever you have the time. Lots of 
things ca. be done in warm weather 
just as well as leave them till the last 
minute. There is road dust. There is 
no better time to collect this than 
during the jong, dry spell we are hav- 
ing. Whenever you have a few min- 
utes to spare, take your barrow and 
shovel and start out. Many advocate 
keeping dry dirt in barrels, but I find 
boxes more satisfactory. Soap and 
cereal boxes are about right. These 
can be bought for a few cents, and 
not being large, are easily handled, and 
if about the same size, can be set one 
upon another and thus save room. 
They can be placed in a corner, fit 
snugly, and leave no space behind them 
to collect litter, such as barrels do, 
and they can be stacked up to the 
roof, if desired, and you can thus put 
away a whole winter's supply in a very 
smal] space compared with the space 
that would be taken up with this 
same amount of barrels. Then there 
is another thing; you do not need to 
have any dirt boxes in your hen 
houses, but just take one of these 
small boxes of dust and place one in 
each hen house, and when this is soil- 
ed and not fit for further use, just 
take it out and put another full box 
in place, and by taking proper 
ecare of the empty boxes they will last 
seve:a] seasons. If you will just keep 
these dry dust baths in your hen 
houses through the winter, you will not 
have half the lice to fight the next 
season. The hens will almost keep 
themselves clear of vermin. , 

Many are so situated that they can- 
not easily get road dust, especially peo- 
ple residing in a city or village. But 
one thus situated need not be without 
this necessity, but can have an abun- 
dant supply of material that will an- 
swer nearly as well. Get boxes from 
your grocer as above, then during a 
dry spell fill them with any good loam 
and put them away if your poultry 
house or a dry shed, stacking them up 
as advised before, and if they are kept 
absolutely dry the dirt will be in good 
condition by winter. Some people ad- 
vise ashes, but I do not consider them 
fit to use for the purpose. Wood ashes 
should never be used, Coa] ashes will 
answer in a pinch, but are injurious, 
especially to yellow-legged fowls, and 
always give the darker colored birds 
‘a forlorn appearance, as the dust 
sticks to them for a long while after- 
wards and seems to take the life out 
of the feathers, while loam answers 
the purpose and is beneficial to the 
fowls. Many advise putting lice pow- 
der or tobacco dust in the dust bath, 
but I consider this unnecessary in 
winter, for if given the opportunity a 
good vigorous hen will keep herself 
rid og lice with the dust bath alone, 
and then if the males or some of the 
hens do not visit the bath often 
enough, a good dusting with Uncle 
Joe's insect powder will generally 
gtart them, especially the hens, as it 
is because they are not quite right, 
either too fat and lazy, but more often 
they are, you might say, “under the 
weather,” and the lice help to make 
them feel worse, but a good dusting 
sets the lice back and gives mistress 
hen a chance to regain her strength. 
Do it! Do it now. Collect all the 
road dust you think you will need, 
store it, and fight lice next winter and 
you will have better hatches and 
healthier chickens next season.

Answer—Shoulq think your chicken 
trouble was a case of depraved appe- 
tite, unhealthy fowls have at times an 
unnatural craving for food. This will 
cause it to gorge itself and throw the 
digestive apparatus ali out of kilter; 
this ts especially so if ample sharp grit 
is not within easy reach. Make the 
hens work by feeding less and give 
about a tablespoonful of Epsom salts 
to each quart of drinking water, then 
follow this with a teaspoonful of bak- 
‘Ing soda in the same amount of water.

Answer—When a chicken twists its 
neck from side to side and finally turaAs 
its comb to the ground, there is no use 
attempting to doctor it, for usually it! 
is in the last stages of apoplexy, verti- 
go or epilepsy. When first noticed, if 
you had poured cold water on the 
chicken’s head you might have relieved 
it and perhaps cured it, but in the last 
stages, there is only one chance and 
that is to bleed the patient, and usually 
the patient igs so weak that it can't 
rally. The best thing to do when the

I never heard of a frier 
having this trouble, though they are 
subject to a disease nearly similar in’ 
appearance—limber neck-—this can be 
cured with a few drops of turpentine 
and water, or feeding wheat that has 
been soaked in turpentine over night.

Mr. Stokes narrated the events of 
the night on which he wads shot. He 
said Miss Conrad called him on the tele- 
phone and told him Miss Graham had 
gone to Europe, and asked him to 
call and get letters Miss Graham had 
left for him. 

The Girls Smiled Sweetly. 

“Miss Conrad smiled sweetly,” con- 
tinued the witness, when she greeted 
him at her apartment, and left him 
alone a moment, saying she would 
go for the letters. When she returned, 
said Stokes, she bolted the door be- 
hind her and approached with her 
hands behind her back.

London, July 6.—The committee 
Stage of the veto bill for the curtail- 
ment of the powers of the lords was 
concluded in the house of lords to- 
night. Although numerous amend 
ments were proposed by independent 
members, all were withdrawn or re- 
jected. 

The debate throughout displayed 
great restiveness on the part of the 
peers against their leaders. Lord St. 
Aldwyn, who, as Michael Edward 
Hicks-Beach was chancellor of the 
exchequer in 1885 and again in 1895- 
1902, the financial authority on the 
conservative side, more than once de- 
clined to vote with his party. 

The house of lords showed the 
greatest reluctance to yield its con- 
trol of money bills. As the bill leaves 
the. committee it commits’ to a joint 
committee of six mmbers’ of the two 
houses the power of deciding whether 
any bill is a money bDill—a power 
which the government bill reposes in 
the speaker of the house of commons 
alone. Further the same committee 
will have virtual power to refer any 
tmportant bill to a referendum of the 
people. 

July 13 has been fixed by the lords 
as report stage, and when the bill goes 
back to the commens it is certain 
that the amendments will be rejected 
en bloc. What course the lords witli 
then adopt is uncertain, but the 
strongest influences are being brought 
to bear from the strongest section of 
the unionist party to persuade the 
leaders against forcing the govern- 
ment to invoke the creation of 500 
peers.

CUBAN PRESIDENT 
UNDER WARM FIRE 


Havana, July 6—Attacks recently 
made against President Gomez by a 
newspaper which has shown much op- 
position to the administration are ap- 
parently beginning to assume impor- 
tance. Congressman Andres, director 
of the newspaper El Dia, charged the 
president with the accumulation of a 
huge fortune during the two years of 
his adntinistration. 

The president has issued a statement 
giving an inventory of his estate, 
which shows it to be of only moderate 
dimensions, acquired prior to hts as- 
suming office. This action is deplored 
by his friends as weak and undignified 
and denounced by his enemies as an at- 
tempt to cover culpability.. The result 
of the controversy was shown today in 
a host of disquieting rumors. 

The executive committee of the ¢on- 
servatives discussed the mafter last 
night secretly and decided that it did 
not present legal grounds for action 
against the president. It is now ru- 
mored that evidence has been discov- 
ered of projected uprisings in the prov- 
inces of Oriente and Pinar del Rio. 
The president is represented as much 
perturbed. He is said to have declared 
that at the first sign of disorder he 
would take the field at the head of the 
rurale guard and crush the revolution- 
ary movement. 

It was learned tonight on good au- 
thority that there exists much uneasi- 
ness among the rurales, of whom near- 
ly half are hel@ in Havana as part of 
the permanent garrison, on account of 
the possibility of their being suddenly 
called into active service.
